Ray - The Believers started about three + a half years ago. Tony, Daln ♦ 

Chad were going to school together + they wanted to start a band but 
none of then really knew how to play their instruments. They all pretty 
much taught themselves. They had a drunmer whose name was Jeremy. 

Things didn't really work out too well, so they got a new drunmer, Brett. 

v And their name was the 700 Club, they played a few parties, then they went 
straight ♦ changed their name to the Believers. They played this place 
called the Atlanta Skateway every Tuesday night, where kids would ride 
their skateboards out In the little skating rink + they would bring 
ramps out there * the Believers would play while kids were skating. That's 
when I met Tony ♦ them. They started playing more shows + Just got 
better known. They always had problems with Brett cuzhe was the only 
non-straight member of the band. He ruined a couple shows cuz he got 
stoned right before they played. Then the broke up for a while because of 
problems, I think with Brett. They got back together after maybe 6 
months. They started playing more shows and then they broke up again. 

Vhen they got back together again they had an entirely new set. They 
figured they were really going to do It right this time, they wrote all 
new songs-except for one. Real Me- it's basically one of the first songs 
. they ever wrote. The first show the played after getting back together 
W was a show with Social Distortion, ♦ I was a roadie at that show + It 
went really good ♦ we had a lot of fun. Social Distortion had some 
problems where I think they didn't like us ♦ their roadies tried to 
steal a brand new guitar cabinet that Chad had Just bought.

After ' 
that they played a bunch of snows opening for a bunch of bands, then shit 
started going wrong with Brett again. They were thinking of breaking up 
but decided to record a_demo* so they recorded ajlemo with M mom s help. 
Then things started to get reall bad with Brett, I rememoer, one night I went* 
over to Tony's house + started playing Brett's drums + I was Just 
messin around playIn Believer's songs. I was In a band called Bad Rep at 
the time ♦ Tony goes, "Hey you wanna be in the Believers.* I kinda knew 
he was serious but I didn't believe It, but I was like, *Puck yeah.* The 
next thing I knew I was the drunmer for the Believers. I had to be ready 
for a show in like 2 weeks, It was a local show In Vest Palm. I pretty 
much knew all the songs so It really didn't take much for me to get ready. 
Ve played the show + It went really good. Ve then took a break, just 
practiced a lot, wrote a few new songs. Then we started playing 9hows in 
the sunnier of '89. Ve played a couple local shows, we played with B'last. 
Ve recently started recording for our 7* which will be a 12’, we re not 
sure what label it's going to be on. 

No Exit - Since then how has the scene grown or declined (bandwise, hanging 
out, clubs, ect.)? 

Ray - It's always doing both at the same time. If a club closes down another 



lone will open up, bands break up + bands are always forming. Hanging 
lout has become something people really don't do anymore, a lot of people 
(down here don't get along with each other. 1 see that as a different 
[problem, a lot of people are friends but I can see In South Florida the 
formation of little gangs, A lot of Fort Lauderdale skinheads are Joining 
this thing called Zulu Hat [on, I don't know what that's about but I know 1 
don't like It. A lot of the West Palm kids are beglnlng to hang out with 
Ithe North Florida Nazis, which doesn't make me too happy. Band's In 
[Florida, It's really hard for them to get recognition. Florida's not that 
|blg of a scene It doesn't get noticed that much. So band's break up die 
lto the lack of recognition, I guess, lack of motivation. There are bands 
|down here that really deserve to be on vinyl, some deserve to have been on 
[vinyl 2 years ago. It's kinda hard to start a band down here cuz there's 
I not that many decent musicians down here, you can't pluck 'em off a tree. 

I Shows are very sporadic, especially now that there are no clubs, or places 
lto play any more.

Exit - j}o you reei oelng W&TghT^edge TTmlts your souna ♦ more 
importantly your audience? 

Ray - Our sound, for us at least, Is only limited by how well we can play our 
instruments. Most of our influences are not your typical straight-edge 
sounding bands, Bad Brains, Blast, Void + other old D.C. bands. When we 
put a song together we don't think of any other typical straight-edge 
clone band. We don't say, *Hey we better put a mosh part here,* or this 
or that so that kids can dance. Our audience is somewhat limited cuz the 
scene here Is limited. Straight-edge kids are really enthusiastic about 
going to shows, which is good to see, but it shuns away the kids who 
aren't straight. Which isn't that good cuz maybe if they went to a show, 
they would find out that there are better things to do then to sit around 
+ get fucked up all the time. There's a lot of kids who come to our 
shows who aren't straight, I am happy to see that as long as their not 
smoking Joints or drinking In the pit or blowln smoke In my face, I don't 
care. The bigger the croud the better, 
to Exit - What was the best live experience? 

Say - As far as 1 know when I was playln In the band, probably all of them. 

I love playing live, I won't be In a band If I didn't love playing live. 
It's the best rush I know of. I like playing live more then anything else 
I do. The best one would be when we played with B'last In Miami. Tony 
haa to quit his Job because of that show, he couldn't get the day off so 
he klnda gave himself the day off. We played + we had never played4n 
Miami before, we weren't sure how the crowd would be like. 1 knew people 
down there had heard of us, but I was realty surprised. There was a good 
turnout, great crowd response, + we played pretty well. The whole night 
the crowd was Just the best absolutely. Tony hardly had the mike all the 
show, most of the show he was Just floating on top of the crowd trying to 
get the mike back. Everyone was singing along, I was really surprised to

in your personal attitudes. Why if this person so influential to you? 

Say - My person who Influences me the most is Dan 0 Manony. His philosophy 
of stralght-eoge, goes beyond don't drink, don't smo»te, don't do drugs. 
He's just really smart, I just like everything he has to say. It totally 
reinforces ail my ideas. I like his band-No For An Answer rips. As far 
as my instrument playing, there's just so many drumners who are re&;iy 
into it that it's not funny. Probably one of my favorites is Bill 
Stevenson, cuz he is Just ultimately fast, if any drummers out there are 
really listening closely to him you would totally agree with me. He s got 
to one of the best ative. 

Daln - I play bass. My biggest musical influence would be Doyle form tne 
Misfits. And for my personal opinions I would say Raybles, from War zone, 
cuz being a skinhead in America is what Paybies talks about * that s 
what I am-Dain Johnson-is a skinhead.
